If  you  can  give  one  hour  a  day,  one  day  a  week,  or  any  combination 
of  these,  or  all  your  time,  we  want  it,  to  organize  it  with  what  others 
can  give  in  our  common  endeavor. 

If  vou  can  work  in  school,  in  store,  in  church,  or  home,  or  settle- 
ment, at  Headquarters  or  in  one  of  our  districts,  there  is  where  we  can 
use  your  gift  of  time  and  effort  to  advantage. 

If  vou  are  a  college  woman  or  business  man.  factory  operative  or 
housekeeper,  are  deft  with  your  needle,  or  have  chinks  of  leisure  in  your 
profession  or  work,  we  need  you. 

If  vou  are  old  or  young,  rich  or  poor,  American,  Slav,  Japanese, 
or  any  of  the  other  racial  stocks  that  go  into  our  common  Americanism, 
we  have  a  welcome  for  vou.  and  you  will  find  others  at  your  elbow  of 
kindred  rate  and  creed  and  birth.
